DEDICATION  OF  MILESTONE 

AND  SENIOR  CLASS  GIFT 

REVEALED  AT  SENIOR  SING 


Last  evening  the  students  and  friends  of 
Governor  Dummer  assembled  for  the  annual 
Senior  Sing.  With  weather  permitting,  the 
ceremony  was  held  on  Sunset  Hill.  This  por- 
tion of  the  Commencement  program  is  one  of 
the  most  impressive  parts  of  the  school  year. 
The  group  formed  a  circle  about  the  fire  and, 
as  the  sun  sank  below  the  horizon,  many  col- 
lege songs,  school  songs,  and  Gilbert  and  Sul- 
livan selections  were  sung. 

William  B.  Williamson,  Jr.,  president  of  the 
senior  class,  announced  the  class  gift  at  this 
time.  It  consisted  of  a  reproduction  of  the 
painting,  "Nor'easter,"  by  Winslow  Homer. 
This  picture  was  a  part  of  the  traveling  exhi- 
bition of  the  American  Federation  of  Arts, 
and  was  shown  at  this  school  last  year.  It  is 
a  picture  of  a  large  wave  rolling  up  on  a 
rocky  shore,  peagreen  predominating  in  color. 
It  is  one  of  his  best  known  works  and  is  con- 
sidered representative  of  him.  There  is  at  the 
present  time  a  painting  by  Stanley  Woodward 
on  exhibition  in  the  Commons  building  which 
is  very  similar  to  "Nor'easter".  It  has  been 
suggested  that  the  gift  be  hung  over  the  man- 
tel-piece in  Commons  or  in  the  new  building. 
This  senior  gift  is  undoubtedlv  the  outgrowth 
of  a  greater  appreciation  of  the  fine  arts,  not 
only  in  the  sketching  classes,  but  in  the  school 
as  a  whole,  through  the  work  done  in  the  art 
department  and  the  continually  changing  ex- 
hibitions in  the  dining  room. 

Robert  J.  Sommer,  editor-in-chief  of  the 
Milestone,  announced  the  dedication  of  the 
year  book  to  Mr.  George  W.  Adams,  one  of 
the  oldest  living  alumni  and  a  very  good  friend 
of  the  school.  The  dedication  is  quoted  here 
as  it  appears  in  the  Milestone: 

"To  Mr.  George  W.  Adams,  '73,  we  dedi- 
cate the  Milestone  of  1935.  Mr.  Adams'  con- 
nection with  the  school  is  one  of  such  a  famil- 
iar nature  that  we  need  say  here  only  that  we 
rejoice  in  the  privilege  of  dedicating  the  Mile- 
stone to  him,  our  good  friend  and  neighbor." 

The  senior  class,  in  their  caps  and  cjowns, 
were  then  to  march  down  the  hill  while  the 
undergraduates  on  the  top  of  the  hill  sang 
"The  Senior  Song".  When  the  senior^  harl 
reached  the  milestone,  thev  responded  with 
the  same  strains  of  "The  Senior  Song",  giving 
the  effect  of  an  echo  to  those  on  the  too  of  the 
hill.  The  graduating  class  then  went  into  the 
Mansion  House  to  meet  informally  with  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Eames.

Mr.  Dunning  of  the  faculty,  president  of  the 
chapter,  was  the  master  of  ceremonies  at  the 
initiation  in  the  Noyes  Library.

DR.  ALFRED  E.  STEARNS  IS 

BACCALAUREATE  SPEAKER 


Dr.  Alfred  E.  Stearns,  retired  headmaster  of 
Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  delivered  the  Bac- 
calaureate sermon  to  the  graduating  class  in 
the  Adelynrood  Chapel  last  Sunday  afternoon. 
He  was  assisted  in  the  service  by  the  Reverend 
Glenn  Tilley  Morse  of  West  Newbury,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Academy  Board  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  Stearns  spoke  of  the  general  belief  that 
visions  only  occur  rarely  and  to  exceptional 
men  in  special  situations.  This  belief,  he 
stated,  is  false  and  men  throughout  the  world 
are  constantly  seeing  visions  and  are  being 
uplifted  by  their  power.  Visions  will  come  to 
each  one  of  us,  and  it  is  our  response  to  them 
that  is  important. 

To  illustrate  this  idea,  Dr.  Stearns  told  of 
the  heroism  of  several  of  his  former  Andover 
students.  Without  having  had  a  vision  of 
something  finer  and  higher  than  themselves, 
these  boys  could  not  have  accomplished  what 
they  did.  Dr.  Stearns  asked  the  seniors  to 
respond  to  their  visions  and  to  ask  with  Paul 
on  the  road  to  Damascus,  "Lord,  what  woulcW" 
thou  have  me  to  do?"

DR.  RICHARD  GUMMERE  AMONG 

RECENT  VESPER  SPEAKERS 


The  speaker  on  May  12  was  the  Reverend 
Henry  R.  McCartney,  the  retired  minister  of 
the  Byfield  Parish  Church.  Mr.  McCartney 
said  that  homo  sapiens  is  truly  the  missing 
link,  and  that  man,  in  order  to  pass  beyond 
this  stage,  must  have  a  higher  vision  than 
mere  satisfaction  of  his  own  wants.  He  must 
be  true  to  his  spiritual  inheritance  and  look 
beyond  what  lies  just  ahead  to  find  something 
more  fruitful. 


The  speaker  at  the  Vesper  service  on  May 
19  was  Dr.  Richard  M.  Gummere,  former 
headmaster  of  the  Penn  Charter  School  and 
newly  appointed  director  of  admissions  at 
Harvard  University.  Dr.  Gummere  believed 
that  we  must  keep  our  heads,  souls,  and  bod- 
ies in  the  same  balance.  He  said  an  educated 
man  must  have  a  sense  of  values  and  added 
that  the  secret  to  all  success  is  distributed 
leadership. 

Reverend  Palfrey  Perkins  of  King's 
Chapel  is  Speaker 

The  Vesper  speaker  on  May  26  was  the  Rev- 
erend Palfrey  Perkins  of  King's  Chapel  in 
Boston.  As  a  text  for  his  talk  he  told  briefly 
Rudyard  Kipling's  story,  "The  Ship  Tha't 
Found  Itself".  From  this  imaginative  narra- 
tive he  took  several  rules  which  applied  to  the 
ship  and  showed  how  they  might  be  used  ad- 
vantageously by  mankind.  As  did  the  various 
parts  of  the  ship,  we  must  learn  to  give  and 
take,  and  we  must  bear  our  own  troubles  as 
well  as  share  the  burdens  of  others. 


The  story  of  David  and  Goliath  served  as 
the  text  of  the  Vesper  talk  given  on  June  2  by 
the  Reverend  Henry  Ogilby  of  the  Church  of 
Our  Saviour  in  Brookline.  David  succeeded 
in  overcoming  the  giant  because  he  had  de- 
veloped the  fighting  spirit  in  lesser  struggles 
with  lions  and  bears,  because  he  used  the  weap- 
ons that  he  had  tried  and  proved,  and  because 
he  was  fighting  for  a  cause  that  was  greater 
than  himself. 
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the  senior's  life,  and  if  he  tackles  it  with  cour- 
age and  energy,  he  will  emerge  a  man  and  an 
asset  to  the  world.

GRADUATION 


The  final  examinations,  together  with  the 
thousand  and  one  other  things  that  accompany 
the  end  of  the  school  year,  give  a  student  lit- 
tle time  to  think  of  the  meaning  of  graduation 
and  of  how  it  affects  his  life.

For  the  most  part,  it  signifies  a  completion  of 
another  step  in  the  scheme  of  education.  But 
also  it  is  a  minor  crisis  in  his  life.  He  is  about 
to  leave  his  school,  his  masters,  and  his  com- 
rades for  an  entirely  new  environment  at  a 
higher  institution  of  learning.  In  many  re- 
spects, it  will  be  a  pleasant  change,  for  the 
senior  will  find  new  friends,  new  situations, 
and  new  freedom. 

But  graduation  is  more  than  a  pleasant 
change.  It  is  the  beginning  of  a  great  test  of 
the  student's  character.  Whether  in  college 
or  in  business,  he  will  no  longer  be  forced  to 
apply  himself  as  he  was  in  school.  He  will  be 
on  his  own,  and  his  success  will  depend  on  the 
sort  of  stuff  of  which  he  is  made.  College  is 
the  palm-reader  of  life.  The  student  who  has 
worked  hard  at  his  studies  during  his  four 
years  at  college  may  be  expected  to  succeed  in 
after  life,  just  as  the  slacker  in  college  may  be 
expected  to  be  a  slacker  during  the  rest  of  his 
life. 

Thus  graduation  means  more  than  just  re- 
ceiving a  diploma  and  advancing  from  school 
to  college.     It  means  a  real  turning  point  in
